Sheriff Jerry Shelton said: "We don't do 


routine patrol work through Corsicana." 


Shelton said the Department serves 


almost all the civil court papers, and this 
requires travel throughout Corsicana and 
all parts of the county. Also, officers must 
travel in and out of Corsicana during 
investigations and answering complaint 
calls. 


This doesn't constitute "patrolling." 
Any time there is an emergency call 


from another officer, Corsicana police or 
whomever, we are going to respond as we 
back one another up," Shelton says: He 
adds that, "Everyone in the county pays 
taxes, so we are obligated to answer the 
public's calls whether they are in Cor- 
sicana, any other town, or any rural area 
of this county." 


He added if his department gets a call 


about a traffic complaint in Corsicana, or 
a violation of city laws, the caller is 
referred to the police department.

Miners at Local Levels 
View Contract Cautiously 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Re- 


gional officials of the striking 
United Mine Workers have ap- 
proved a revised contract offer 
and sent it to the coal fields, 
where it received a cautious re- 
action. 


UMW officials said if the 


package is agreed to by the un- 
ion's 120,000 striking members, 
the nation's coal mines can be 
reopened sometime next week. 


The union's bargaining coun- 


cil of regional officials voted 
approval 22 to 15 Tuesday 
night, reversing the vote taken 
earlier hi the day to reject the 
pact. The approval broke a 
deadlock that threatened to se- 
riously prolong the walkout, 
now in its third week. 


UMW President Arnold Miller 


said the package provides a 64 
per cent increase in wages and 
benefits. "That's the fattest la- 
bor settlement in this decade," 
Miller said. 


Union officials said they will 


explain the contract to district 
officials at eight or more re- 
gional meetings on Saturday 
and that voting by secret ballot 
will begin Monday. 


Initial rank-and-file reaction 


to the proposed settlement was 


mixed, with many miners ap- 
parently taking a wait-and-see 
attitude. "They don't really 
know what's in it," said How- 
ard Moore, president of UMW 
Local 6108 at Slab Fork, W.Va. 


And Richard Stineman, presi- 


dent of Local 1619 in Indiana 
County, Pa., said miners will 
have "mixed emotions" about 
the council's sudden turnabout 
vote. "It will raise questions," 
he said. "I don't know what 
will happen at the local level." 


The bargaining council last 


week rejected the first tenta- 
tive settlement, sending Miller 
back to the bargaining table to 
seek modifications. He won new 
industry concessions in two key 
areas — wages and vacations. 


The new pact would provide 


a 10 per cent wage increase the 
first year, a 4 per cent increase 
the second and 3 per cent the 
third. The total is 2 per cent 
higher than the original propos- 
al. Miners would also receive 
cost-of-living increases. They 
now earn $42 to $50 a day. 


The revised package also pro- 


vides two weeks summer vaca- 
tion — instead of the earlier 
proposal that one of the weeks 
be taken at Christmas. 


Miller attributed the change 


in the vote to the "democratic 
process working at its finest." 
He said during the three-hour 
recess between votes, council 
members "had tune to think 
about their responsibility to the 
membership." 


UMW members struck mines 


producing 70 per cent of the na- 
tion's coal on Nov. 12 when 
their previous three-year-con- 
tract expired.The strike has re- 
sulted in more than 23,000 lay- 
offs in the steel and railroad in- 
dustries, and government econ- 
omists predicted 400,000 would 
be out of work if the strike 
lasts four weeks. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Wa- 


tergate prosecutors began their 
cross-examination of former 
Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell to- 
day after he completed a point- 
by-point denial that he ever 
conspired to tap Democrats' 
phones or to coverup the Wa- 
tergate break-in. 


Just before Mitchell began 


his second day of testimony at 
the Watergate cover-up trial, 
U.S. District Judge John J. Si- 
rica checked with court-ap- 
pointed doctors to determine if 
they are ready to report wheth- 
er former President Richard 
M. Nixon is well enough to tes- 
tify at'the trial. 


William S. Frates, defense 


lawyer for former White House 
aide John D. Ehrlichman, and 
prosecutor James F. 
Neal 


joined in asking Sirica to find 
out whether the doctors were 
ready to report earlier than 
scheduled. 


Sirica had his law clerk call 


Dr. 
Charles 
Hufnagel 
of 


Georgetown University, chair- 
man of the panel that examined 
Nixon and his medical records 
in California on Monday. The 
panel is scheduled to report its 
findings to Sirica on Friday. 


At a news conference in Los 


Angeles on Tuesday members 
of the panel said they had 
reached a unanimous con- 
clusion but they declined to say 
what it was. 


Ehrlichman has subpoenaed 


Nixon to testify as a defense 
witness. 


Mitchell, first of the five de- 


fendants to take the stand in 
his own defense, described how 
Ehrlichman tried to get nun to 
take at least partial blame for 
the Watergate break-in. 


Mitchell said he met with Eh- 


rlichman at the White House on 
April 14, 1973 in a session that 
"was 
pretty 
indelibly 
im- 


pressed upon my mind." 


He said Ehrlichman told him 


that then-President Nixon felt 
that some people might be re- 
fraining from telling all they 
knew about Watergate because 
they thought it was in the best 
interest of the president. Eh- 
rlichman told Mitchell that Nix- 
on thought such people should 
step forward. 


"I told him since I had no 


culpability I didn't intend to do 
anything further about it," Mit- 
chell said. 


During several hours on the 


witness stand over a two-day 
period 
Mitchell flatly con- 


tradicted the testimony of sev- 
eral prosecution witnesses. 


Sirica took over questioning 


of former attorney general at 
the close of the day on Tues- 
day. 


The judge sent the jury home 


for the day and then turned to 
Mitchell and asked if he could 
explain why the Nixon cam- 
paign finance committee gave 
thousands of dollars to the Wa- 
tergate burglars and their law- 
yers. 


"What reason did they have 


to pay the Cuban-Americans 
anything?" asked the judge 
whose search for the truth at 
the first Watergate trial is 
credited with helping break 
the alleged cover-up. 


"Was it out of the goodness 


of their hearts?" pressed Si- 
rica". "Was there any obliga- 
tion?" 


"I can't enlighten you, your 


honor," replied Mitchell. "I 
didn't start it. I didn't make 
the decision. I didn't have any-

Mitchell was the first of the 


five cover-up defendants to of- 
fer a defense to the charges 
they conspired to block the in- 
vestigation of the Watergate 
break-in. 


He began his testimony by 


telling how he had rejected 
plans for gathering intelligence 
about radical groups as well as 
political 
opponents on 
the 


ground the proposals included 
use of illegal methods such as 
break-ins and wiretapping. 


He went on to describe meet- 


ings in his Justice Department 
office on Jan. 27 and Feb. 4, 
1972, where G. Gordon Liddy 
presented proposals for gather- 
ing information about Demo- 
crats during the 1972 campaign. 


"I told him to take the stuff 


out and burn them," he said of 
the charts Liddy used at the 
first meeting.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres- 


ident Ford has proposed new 
spending cuts of $4.6 billion, but 
he has given up his former 
spending ceiling in the face of a 
deepening economic slump that 
has stiffened congressional op- 
position 
to 
such 
economy 


moves. 


The proposed cuts include a 


$1.7 billion reduction in medical 
and welfare programs adminis- 
tered by the Department of 
Health Education and Welfare; 
$1.1 billion in the Veterans Ad- 
ministration budget; $325 mil- 
lion in the food stamp program 
administered by the Agricul- 
ture Department; $381 million 
in Defense Department spend- 
ing and other cuts. 


The cuts would mean poor 


people would have to pay more 
for food stamps and the elderly 


would pay more of their medi- 
cal bills. 


Ford set a new spending tar- 


get of $302.2 billion for the cur- 
rent fiscal year, discarding his 
previous goal of $300 billion just 
a day after Treasury Secretary 
William E. Simon said the na- 
tion may be facing the longest 
recession of the postwar period. 


The worsening economy also 


has increased pressures on 
Congress to maintain or in- 
crease existing 
social pro- 


grams. Many of the Ford pro- 
posals had been put forth pre- 
viously without winning con- 
gressional approval. And hours 
before his new announcement, 
earlier cuts Ford had proposed 
were rejected by a House com- 
mittee.

tional and rehabilitation

The training of firemen in its 


pumping tests is being con- 
ducted at Jester Memorial Park 
hooking up to a fire hydrant at 
North 16th and West Park Ave. 


Ordered in July, 1973, it was 


purchased on a low bid from the 
Boardman Fire Equipment Co. 
at a cost of slightly over $27,000 
and is mounted on a Chevrolet 
truck chassis. 


Purchase of the 750 gallon per 


minute unit is the first major 
piece of fire equipment Cor- 
sicana has bought since 1957 
when the city purchased three 
750 gpm pumpers and the 65- 
foot aerial ladder truck. 


supplied by the Texas Park and 
Wild Life Department. 
The 


project was taken on by the 
Corsicana Bass club.

NC Eyes Dorm Plans, 
Okays Bond Study

Navarro 
College 
trustees 


authorized college president Dr. 
Kenneth Walker to conduct a 
financial survey of the bond 
market in connection with the 
proposed construction of a 
motel-type dormitory at the 
college. 


Architects Fred Buford and 


Del Westphal presented the 
board with preliminary plans 
for the dorm, which would 
consist of 52 units in two stories 
with each unit having a door to 
the outside instead of opening 
onto a closed corridor. 


Buford said the U-shaped 


structure 
which would be 


located north of the present 
housing area would cost an 
estimated $760,000, though a 
more accurate figure would 
require a more exact 
in- 


vestigation of such a project. 


WALKER requested that the 


board authorize the architects 
to make this next step, but the 
trustees asked that he and 
business 
manager 
Darrell 


Raines investigate the bond 
market before considering the 
added architectural expenses. 


Walker said the new building 


will be useful not only in regard 
to future needs but will also 
make possible the phasing out 
of some of the school's older 
dorms, ones originally built on 
a temporary basis. 


Earlier in the meeting, the 


trustees approved local ac- 
countant Philip 
DeFranco's 


report on the college audit after 
some discussion and then ap- 
proved the audit on the federal 
financial aid program at the 


college with no discussion. 


DeFranco told the board the 


budget is set up on an accrual 
basis for the first time, which 
will make it easier for anybody 
to look at the budget and see 
where the money is and is 
going. 


THE 
ONL\ 
difficulty 


DeFranco 
reported 
in 
the 


college's bookkeeping system is 
an inability to determine what 
money the college is losing 
through delinquent taxes. The 
current report from the county 
tax assessor-collector does not 
show this he added, but "it's 
just a matter of working out a 
system," a system which he 
thinks he and Raines can 
devise. 


Raines had earlier presented 


the board, which was without 
treasurer Edwin Davis and 
secretary Dr. Louis Gibson, 
with a financial report in- 
dicating the college will be 
receiving a $20,000 grant from 
the Dallas Community College 
District for an Educational 
Opportunity Center and an 
additional grant of $10,800 from 
the 
North 
Central 
Texas 


Council of Governments for the 
Manpower program. 


IN OTHER business, the 


trustees authorized Walker to 
investigate the possibility of 
establishing 
a 
scholarship 


program for a girl's basketball 
team to comply with federal 
legislation 
requiring 
equal 


opportunity for both sexes. 
They also voted to join the 


Association 
of 
Community 


College Trustees, which will 
serve as information dispenser 
for ail junior colleges.
